L. E. Winters, district organizer 


for the Waco 
division, 
was the 


principal speaker at the Thursday 
meeting, and briefly outlined the 
program 
of the Federal 
farm 


board. 
He 
declared 
that the 


board 
realized 
in the beginning 


that they could not get in touch 
with the millions of farmers, 
and 


they immediately divided them ac- 
cording; to commodities, and then 
subdivided the territory in 
each 


commodity. 


Seven districts are included in 


the Texas Cotton Co-operative As- 
sociation, and the district in which 
I^avarro county is located has head- 
quarters in Waco. 
Six or seven 


branch offices will be established 
in the district which included 72 
counties, among the offices 
are 


Waco, Calvert, Temple, one in Wil- 
liamson county and perhaps one in 
Corsicana, Hillsboro and Waxa- 
foachic. 


Number to Be Limited. 


He declared 
that the number 


would be limited because each re- 
quired a licensed grader and class- 
er, and that the staff would be hard 
to obtain. Sub-agents will also be 
stationed at large cotton centers 
whom tne season's volume is nol 
sufficient to justify the establish- 
ment of a branch office. 


Winters stated that the board be- 


lieved that a branch office 
was 


worth something to a community, 
and that they should take a part 
in its activities. 
To secure a 


branch office, a town must under- 
write 55000 of the expense of opcr- I 
ating the office for the first year, 
although provisions are made 
by 


which the office may be self-sus- 
taining and the underwriters occu- 
py only a formal position. 


He stated that the chamber or 


commerce was 
asked 
to under- 


write the branch, and if it desired 
it-could in turn have the sum un- 
derwritten by farmers or business 
men. 


Workings' Explained. 


He then briefly 
explained the 


workings of the association and the 
sale of cotton in the seasonal and 
optional classes. 
He also stated 


that following the mass meeting at 
the courthouse Monday night that 
a meeting would be held in Waco 
on June 20 at which representatives 


• .-f.ropn-. the various 
communities 


would form the district council to 
direct the work. 
Following the 


council organization, an education- 
al campaign 
will 
be conducted, 


which will br> followed by a mem- 
bership campaign. 
The member- 


ship fee is $10.

Mr. Baker told his listeners. 


Dr. John H. Burma, president of 


Trinity, spoke to the alumni, telling 
them of modern trends in the edu- 
cational world. 
"Education has progressed In re- 
cent years but it is difficult to de- 
termine if it has progressed toward 
the kingdom of God or the jungle," 
he said. "After checking up on the 
progress made, educators now have 
a conviction that purely material- 
istic education has gone as far as 
it can without wrecking our civil- 
ization. Materialistic education that 
is concerned only with knowledge 
and with the acquisition of wealth, 
ignoring moral values, la danger- 
ous.Education May Bo Dangerous 


"Educating persons who are not 


serious and who are not actuated 
by high motives is as dangerous as 
giving a six-shooter to a savage," 
Dr. Burma quoted. "Education has 


been putting: the empbasl* In the 
wrong place. We do not need more 
educated persons but better edu- 
cated persons. The church cannot 
educate the masses but it can edu- 
cate leaders for the masses. 
"As a church school Trinity must 


concentrate upon those who will 
be of real service to the world, 
those who are motivated by high 
ideals." 
President Burma told the alumni 


of the needs of Trinity.

lican, Wisconsin, to send the bill 
again to conference. In making this 
motion, he contended, the conferees 
had disregarded all scientific basis 
in arriving at the duty on cheese.
